Aeronaut Badly Hurt

WASHINGTON, Sept 18— The lat- 


est reports from the hospital at Fort 
Myer indicate Orville Wright has a 
good chance for recovery His injuries 
consist of two broken ribs, a fract- 
ured hip and other bruises 


The war department this morning 


gave instructions that the spot where 
the aeroplane fell be marked with a 
view to erecting a monument to the 
memory of Lieut. Self ridge 


Washington, 
Sept. 4s. — Orviile 


Wright met with a tragical mishap 
while making a two-man flight. 
He 


was 
accompanied 
by 
Lieutenant 


Thomas F. Selfridge of the signal 
corps of the army. 


Lleutenant^Selfridge was fatally in- 


jured and died in the hospital at 
Fort Myer a few hours later. Mr. 
Wright was seriously injured, but is 
expected to recover. 


While the machine was encircling 


the drill grounds a propeller 
blade 


snapped off and, hitting some other 
part 
of the 
intricate 
mechanism, 


caused it to overturn in the air and 
fall to the ground, enveloping the two 
occupants in the debris. 


Soldiers and spectators ran across 


the field to where the aeroplane had 
fallen 
and assisted in lifting 
Mr. 


Wright and Lieutenant Selfridge from 
under the tangled mass of machinery, 
rods, wfre and shreds of muslin. Mr. 
Wright was co'nscious and br.icl, "Oh. 
hurry and lift the motor." Lieutenant 
Selfridge was unconscious 
and had 


apparently struck the ground with 
great force. 
His head was covered 


with blood and he was choking when 
the soldiers extricated him from un- 
der the machine. 


Taken to Hospital. 


Dr. Walters, a New York physician, 


was one of the first to reach the spot 
and rendered first aid 10 the injured 
men. 
When their wounds had been 


bandaged Mr. Wright and Lieutenant 
Selfridge 
were 
taken to the Fort 


Myer hospital, at tho other end of the 
field. It was feared that Mr. Wright 
was suffering from internal injuries. 
He had lapsed into a state of sami- 
consciousness by the time he reached 
the hospital, while Lieutenant Seli- 
rldge did not regain consciousness at 
all. He was suffering from a fracture 
at the base of the skull and was in a 
critical condition. 


After a hurried surgical examina- 


tion 
it 
was announced 
that Mr. 


Wright was not seriously injured. He 
is suffering from a fracture of his left 
thigh and several ribs on the right 
side are fractured. Both men icceiv- 
ed deep cuts about the head. 
Mr. 


\\right regained consciousness at the 
hospital and dictated a cablegram to 
his brother at Leinans. France, and 
requested that the same message be 
Bent to has sister and father at Day- 
ton, O.. assuring them that he \i as all 
right. 


Thousands Witness Accident. 


Although there have been out a 


handful of people at the aeronautical 
tesUng grounds at Fort Myer d'uring 
the past few days, fully 2,000 had 
gathered to witness t..e two-man 
flight. The aeroplane was in its shed 
•when Mr. Wright arrived and he or- 
dered it taken to the northern end of 
the field, to be placed on the starting 
track in readiness for a flight. 


Everybody was ordered back from 


the machine, and Mr. Wright turned 
to Lieutenant 
Selfridge 
and said: 


"Yon might as well get in. 
We'll 


start in a couple of minutes." 


Mr. Wright several days ago an- 


nounced that he would take Lieuten- 
ant Selfridge. who is secretary of the 
Aerial Experiment association and an 
aeroplanist himself, in his next flight. 
The young officer was delighted to 
have an opportunity to fly in the aero- 
plane. He was to leave Saturday for 
St. Joseph, Mo., where he was to as- 
sist Lieutenant Fottlers in operating 
the Baldwin airship at the coming 
army maneuvers. 


After Mr. Wright told him to get in 


the machine. Lieutenant 
Selfridge 


took off his coat and hat and took his 
place in the extra seat next to that 
occupied by Mr. Wright, the latter 
started the motor by means of a stor- 
age battery, his assistants, Taylor and 
Furness, turning the propellers to get 
them going. When the aeroplane was 
released it was noticed that it did not 
rise as quickly from the ground as on 
previous two-man nights. Lieutenant 
Selfridge weighed about 175 pounds, 
making the weight greater than the 
machine had ever carried before.
